Scarcity of i 

With this ohcoming winter our 
village grocer is becoming almost 
haggard on the question of eggs. Poor 
man! Not being an expert conjuror 
one hardly expects him to produce 
them out of thin air; and I don’t ex- 
pect any at all. Why should I? I 
have been here four months now, and 
have had__two. Fortunately, we have 
our own hens; otherwise I should be 
in danger of forgetting what an egg 
is. Yet, despite his worries, he tells 
me that people are very sensible 
about the rations. Nearly two, hund- 
red customers have re-registered with 
him in this little place, so—as he - 
puts it—‘they must.be fairly sdtis- 
fied.’ Indeed, my impression is that 
all sensible folk are grateful for the 
good grub the government puts up, 
though they face the fact that in the 
future, the problem may increase, 
even after the war. Goud cooks oc- 
casionally wail, of course, about the 
shortage of one-time ingredients, but 
they still turn out what tastes like , 
first-clags meals. Or can it be that 
we are all hungrier, healthier and less 
pernickety than we used to be? It 
might be that. 

Today I am_ going down to the 
doctor’s home to have a slice of real 
cake. Between ourselves, it is my 
birthday, though I’ve kept it quiet 
here. Besides, birthdays have such a 
horrid habit of racing past one nowa- 
days; one tries to pretend that they 
don’t happen. All the same, I nipped 
out this morning to have a sly peep 
at the miail.No; not as much as a 
postcard! But that slice of cake will 
be festivity enough, believe me. Cake 
is a Real Event. For weeks, when a 
cake is in view, the family f:ts are 
filched and there are all sorts of go 
ings-on. But nobody minds. The: gen- 
eral opinion seems to be that it is 
worth it. And the silly part of it all 
is that in the old days, I said “I never 
eat cake” witha tremendous air of 
superiority. Now I am about to eycle 
two miles in the fog for a slice, and 
probably walk two miles back, ring- 
ing my bell like mad. When that bell 
broke I was reduced to singing all 
the way home; and as-my voice is 
practically the worst singing-voice 
extant it must have caused’ consider- 
able surprise in the hamlets en route, 
don’t you think? 


No Bellis Available 

One can’t buy a decent bell now, of 
course. That is one of the vanished 
things. I only hope that lacquer-var- 
nish hasn't gone too, becruse I hope 
to give my suede high boots a couple 
of coats to make them waterproof. 
Boots are quite a problem now, ow- 
ing to the leather shortage. I have 
seem some very smart home-made 
sancals with rope soles — made from 
clothes-line and braid—but I have 
yet to meet somebody who could 
wangle waterproof boots. I am won- 
dering if one could contrive cycling 
over-shoes out of rubber soles and 
canvas tops soaked in linsged oil. No 
doubt somebody, eventually, will hit 
on something. And you'd be surpris- 
ed to see how nice these ‘wanglings’ 
| look when they are neatly finished. 
It is fun, too, working them out. My 
friend who made the gardening-and- 
housework aprons out of old sacks 
sold them well for the Red Cross; 
and very saucy they | looked, with 
their outline and big pockets edged 
with bright colors. 
| Well, the Hun, just lately has start 
ed hig night-antics, and Alerts and 
All-Clears are once ‘more a feature; 
but, now it is. just a nuisance and not 
really very much more. Of course, we 
aren't foolish enough to tell ourselves 
| that it is ‘practically all over,’ but I 
think we can see the end somewhere

60 per cent of Alberta 
hides are known to be unfit for fine 
quality leather due to perforation by 
the warble grub, In addition to dam- 
age to hides, milk and beef losses 
are considerable. No anirnal can be 
expected to produce to capacity if 
tortured in the summer by heel flies, 
or irritated inthe winter by acting 
as host during the earlier stages of 
the insect. - 


A wide effort to eradicate the pest 
is anticipated and although some 
350,000 head of cattle were treated 


last season, it-is hoped that the res- 


ponse this year will result in at least 
doubling that figure. The benefit - 
both financial and otherwise - of 
warble fly treatment is.so obvious 
after the first use, that cattle owners 
who are familiar with the results 
usually’ incorporate treatment for 
this pest as an integral part of their 
operations. The time for action is al- 
most here. Control measures should

Numbers of farmers, therefore, will 
not be able to purchase the quanti- 
ties of Registered seed, particularly 
of wheat, they would like to’ have. 


More and more, however, I am con-" 


vinced that a aplendid method for 
each farmer to adopt is to lay down 
each year a seed field on his own 
farm in this way:-- 


Purchase enough Registered seed 
sealed in the sack to sow say five 
acres of clean summerfallow, keep 
the crop separate from adjoining 
fields, harvest and thresh the crop 
carefully so that it does not become 
mixed, and either sack the seed at 
threshing time or put it into a clean 
bin, Multiply this seed the next year 
on a larger acreage, and then the 
farmer should have sufficient of the 
highest quality seed to sow his whole 
farm, and some left over to sell to 
his neighbors. Even this year farm- 
ers may still be able to pick up en+ 
ough Registered seed to carry out at 
least this modest program of a “Seed 
Field on the Farm”.

An inch apart 
will do for beets and ‘carrots and 
seed onions, and then when more 
room is necessary one caf take out 
every other’ plant and use for the 
table.

Plot Planting Advantages 

Even where ‘one has.a whole farm 
at one’s disposal it is a good plan to 
grow certain vegetables in gmall 
plots where they can be cultivated 
often and.watered if necessary.

35-year-old Major Paul Triquet, of 
Cabano, Quebec, the only officer not: 
wounded or dead. Half his men were 
killed or out of action. Enemy fire 
was cutting into his dwindling force 


Suddenly bursts of enemy fire 
crashed out behind him, His weary 
soldiers swung around to face the new 
attack. They were getting it on all 
sides now. Something had to be done 
and at once! 

Major Paul Triquet did it. Leaping 
to his feet he scrambled over the rub 
blé and waved his “Van Doos” for- 
ward, 

“The enemy’s in front of us! Be- 
hind us! Qn our flanks!” he yelled 
above the din, ‘“‘There’s only one safe 
place. That's on the objective!” 


This week, those brave words have 
been flashed to al} corners of the Al- 
lied world - and beyond. The story of 
how Paul Triquet won the Victoria 
Cross, how he led his ‘men out of a 
certain death-trap, fought a way 
down into that murderous gully and 
up the other side and slugged it out 
with the enemy ‘until the tattered 
remnants of his tiny band reached 
and held the outskirts of Casa Ber- 
ardi itself -- is already a Canadian le 
gend. 

Paul Triquet has become a nation- 
al hero, The second Canadian soldier 
to win the V.C. in this greatest of all 
wars. The third member of the world 
famous Royal 22nd Regiment to re- 
ceive the highest recognition of brav 
ery the King can bestow on a soldier. 

But the exploit of thig tall, jean 
French-Canadian soldier has won 
more than a medal. It, has captured 
the imagination of adliea fighting 
men everywhere. It has sent a ripple 


Yea, they will tell you, these Cab- 
ano folk who remember him as a 
little lad in short pants, Paul is all 


those Triquets stirred early in Paul's 
veins.: When Major Georges Triquet, 
a firm believer in military training 
and discipline, organized a cadet 
corps in the village, his aon Paul was 
the first to join up. : 

By day he jabored in the nearby 
sawmill; by night he fed his imagina 
tion on the stirring stories of famous 
soldiers and regiments of Canada and 
France. 

At sixteen he travelled all the way 
to Quebec City to try to enlist, insist 
ing to the recruiting sergeant that he 
was actually 17 years of age, But he 
couldn’t make it. Discongolate, he re- 
turned home. The next. year was 4 
restless ordeal of waiting, Finally 
came his 17th birthday and his fight- 


| er’s hegitage could no longer be den- 


|} ied. He journeyed again to Quebec. 
This time he convinced the officials 
hie Was a full two years older than he 
was, and got sworn in with the regi- 
ment of his choice -- the Royal 22nd, 
the “Van Doos.” 
His'father was proud of his son, 
without reservations. His mother, 


ability to. concentrate, to learn and 
in turn to teach, amazed his comrad- 
es. (Unconsciously they accepted him 
as a natural leader. 

« Then came 1939, and war. The 
“Van Doos” went Overseas. Paul Tri 
have his chance. More than half the 
men in the regiment, including Paul’s 
younger brother, 19-year-old Bernard 
had at some time or other trained 
with his father’s cadets. 

Overseas, Paul was made instruct- 
or at a commando school. His physic- 
al fitness, self-discipline and inborn 
flair for leadership now got full play. 
His experience as physical instructor 
at schools and colleges throughout 
Quebec, during his peacetime army 
years, paid untold dividends. Hun- 
dreds of commandos learned many 4 
trick: from marianne col Paul Tri- 
quet. 

During the landing on Sicily and 
and the heavy fighting which follow- 
ed, Paul Triquet won promotion to 
the acting rank of captain. That was 
in July, 1948. Three months later his 
rank was confirmed. Word of his pro 
motion to the rank of Acting-Major 
reached Paul via a tank radio during 
the midst of battle on the 13th of 
December, 1943. —
